The concrete abutment was crack- 
ed from the supporting ledge to the 
base and the railroad ties were 
split by the force of the explosion. 
There. was but one remaining girder 
holding the west railroad track from 
sagging. 

The bridge is one of six that 
cross small washes between San 
Bernardino and Cajon, and it is sup- 
ported on each end by a concrete 
abutment three feet high and four 
feet wide. Six girders in all sup- 
port the double railroad track. 

Girderg Torn From Concrete 

The charge of dynamite had been 
placed on top of the concrete base 
on the south end of the bridge. 
When it exploded the ends of two 
of the girders were completely torn 
from the concrete and a huge hole 
wags ripped in the third.

provide the potash industry of San Ber-

The Senate, to complete the corollary 
has a lively respect for the farmer vote. 

Neither the theory nor the practice of the 
protective principle contemplates that sort of 
logic, but theory is often upset when it col- 
lides with practical logic. Protection means 
protection for all industries according to their 
needs. The potash industry is entitled to it 
and should have it, but it is not difficult to 
understand that the Senate believed the great- 
est good to the greatest number justified the 
refusal—San Bernardino Telegram.

LEAS for easier divorces sometimes are 

heard in some of the states which have 

been conservative in such matters. 

Massachusetts, for example. In that 
state, one marriage in ten leads to the divorce 
court. But in Nevada—which is the ‘‘horrible- 
example’’ state as to divorces—the average is 
one divorcee action for every one and one-half 
marriages. Almost fifty-fifty in Nevada, but 
only 10 per cent in the old Bay State. 

Easy divorces will not remedy defects in 
marriage. Reforms of this nature should 
come—must come, to be effeetive—from out- 
side the law. Marriage should be treated with 
more respect.

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Protection Needed More Than Ever 


HE FREE TRADERS’ and importers’ 
agents are emitting a vast amount of 
piffle to the effect that this is no time 

to revise the tariff, with world economic 
conditions in so disturbed a state; and with 
such uncertainty as to imdustrial conditions 
throughout the world in the immediate future. 
Existing disturbed and uncertain conditions 
in world finance and trade are such as to 
more necessary than ever 
American history a good, stiff 
tariff. In order to meet the competition of 
pauperized Europe and Asia we must either 
lower our scale ef wages and living to that

of these continents or be satisfied to see our 
American home market, the most valuable 
in the world, surrendered to the foreign pro- 
ducers and importers. 

This is so clear a proposition that no one 
not financially interested in playing the game 
of the importers and foreign producers, or 
so infatuated with the academic doctrine of 
free trade as to be devoid of common sense, 
eould fail to see it. 

The American producer cannot compete on 
equal terms with the German, Austrian, 
French, English, Italian, Japanese or Chinese 
producer so long as the wages paid in these 
industrial nations are from one-half to one- 
tenth those in effect in the United States. 

This competition is vastly more dangerous 
than ever before because, on account of cur- 
rency depreciation, the alien employing pro- 
ducer has an advantage over the American 
employing producer far beyond that. possible 
under normal exchange conditions. 

This situation makes necessary a higher 
tariff than ever before, if it is to be genuinely 
The yawpers about ‘‘extortionate 
and unconscionable rates,’’? most of whom 
couldn’t name a rate in the pending tariff bill 
if they tried, would not’ be making an effective 
argument against the tariff bill of 1922 if 
they were able to prove that it is the highest 
tariff ever proposed,—which they cannot do. 
There never before was anything like the 
present. necessity for high tariff rates. 

The people of this country must do one of 
two things: they must put into effect a 
thoroughly effective protective tariff or we 
must go out of business as a great wealth 
producing nation. Time will show that the 
principal weaknesses of the new tariff law 
will be more on the side of failing to give 
adequate protection than on the side of ex- 
cessive rates.

COUNTY TAX RATES 
OFFICIALLY FINED 


County tax rate was Tuesday offic- 
ially fixed by the Board of Super- 
visors at $3.05 inside of cities and 


$8.55 outside of cities, an increase 
over last ‘year of from $2,45 and 
$2.94, respectively, or 59.3 cents and 
61 cents raise. This rate is on $100 
assessed valuation. 

The big jump in the county tax 
could not be avoided and handle 
permanent improvements and _ in- 
creased general expense absolutely 
necessary for the welfare of the 
county, it was announced by the 
supervisors. 

Will Fix Roads 

Urgent _ recommendation of the 
grand jury for a definite policy of 
surfacing concrete roads to prevent 
their destruction through rapid de- 
terioration that has sent in was ac- 
cepted by the supervisors and the 
cost, estimated by the grand jury 
at $40,000 a year, will be met this 
year by forcing retrenchments in 
the general budget on which the tax 
rate was set. 

A new wing of the General Hos- 
pital is absolutely necessary and 
must be constructed, the supervisors 
were informed by Dr. W. D. Lenker, 
superintendent, who told the board 
the institution was turning away 
people in dire need of ho,pital at- 
tention because there are not suf- 
ficient facilities. The wing will cost 
$25,000. An old woman’s home will 
be constructed at a cost of $20,000. 

The board. reached no decision on 
the grand jury’s urgent recommen- 
dation for 2 bond issue for a new 
fire-proof wing for the court house, 
and in the event of failure of the 
bond issue, a-direct tax to meet the 
expense. It is probable this bond 
issue will be submitted at the No- 
vember election. If it fails, nothing 
could be done with the direct tax 
recommendation until next year’s 
tax levy. 

Must Economize 

“Every department of the county 
will be called upon to work out 
economies,” said Chairman A. G. 
Kendall. “I am calling a general 
conference of department heads to 
meet next Monday to hear the ser- 
fousness of the county’s financfal 
situation. We are facing new and 
imperative demands, particularly 
with the paved highway system, the 
hospital and the reauirements for 
a fire-proopf wing for the courthouse. 
I propose to ask all department 
heads to make an extra effort to cut 
expen.es in every possible quarter. 
There are many fixed expenses, 
specified by law, that cannot be cut. 
but there are others which I believe 
can and should be reduced.” 

The county tax for schools was 
fived at $1.025, an increase from 
$1,000 last year, this being only a 
slight increase. 

The tax rate .is constructed as 
follows on the various funds: Sal- 
ary 39.6 cents, nnanpronriated $1.282. 
maintenance of paved highway, (not 
including the’ resurfacing project) 
8.8 cents, inducing immigration 1.20 
cents, elementary schools 65.4 cents. 
high schools 37.1 cents, county high- 
way bonds and interest 23.4 cents, 
hospital bond and interest 1.3 cents 
total of $3.05 inside cities; general 
road tax 45 cents, and county li- 
brary 5 cents, total of $3.55 outside 
cities, 

The tax rate is based on an as- 
sessed valuation of $54,716,990.

FEDERAL FUNDS AID STATES IN 
FOREST FIRE PROTECTION 





Allotments of $400,000 of Federal 
funds to states co-operating with the 
government in protecting forest lands 
from fire have just been completed 
by the Forest Service, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

This sum, together with at least 
an equal amount which must be sup- 
plied by the states co-operating, is 
expended jointly by federal and state 
agencies in protecting from fire for- 
est lands at the headwaters of navig- 
able streams. The allotment is made 
on the basis of timbered area and 
cost of adequate protection. The 
federal expenditure in any state is 
restricted to not over $24,000. 

According to the Forest Service, al- 
though the money is insufficient to 
insure adequate forest fire protection, 
it has, in connection with state funds, 
enabled substantial progress to be 
made in that diregtion

The bodies of two victims of a 
drowing at Arrowhead Lake, that 
occurred Sunday night, and which 
were recovered Monday night, 


at the Owen Funeral Home in this 
city. waiting the arrival of the 
mother of one of the drowned per- 
sons, Mrs. Amnie E. Fisher, from 
Yuma, Colorado. The victims of the 
accident were Miss Consvelo Fisher,

men being from Whittier. Mrs. Kelly 
was saved. and has been taken to 
her home in Whittier. The body of 
Mr. Porter has not yet been recov- 
ered, so far as Mr. Owen has been 
informed. When it is found, it will 
be brought to Ontario for inter- 
ment. 

Mr. Owen is an old friend of all 
the parties to the tragedy, all of 
whom have visited in Ontario at the 
Owen home. The men were paint- 
ers by trade, and had worked in 
this city. 

After the accidents occurred, Mr. 
Owen was summoned to Arrowhead. 
He arrived Monday afternoon. The 
Arrowhead corporation had had 12 
men dragging the lake since the 
tragedy occurred Sunday night be- 
tween eight and nine o’clock, the 
corporation and its employes doing 
all in its power to assist in every 
way. They continued their efforts 
up to ten o’clock Monday night, as- 
sisted by volunteers. 

When Mr. Owen arrived, he sug- 
gested that the workers tie their 
boats together abreast and put the 
grappling hooks out behind. This 
they did, and not long afterward the 
body of Miss Fisher was found in 
about 80 feet of water, and a half- 
hour later that of Mr. Kelly.

Grand Jury Issues 
Report to Pabli 


An Absolute Necessity 





Incorporating a score of recommen- 
dations and criticisms in the operat- 
ing and maintenance of the county 
government, the annual report of the 
grand jury, one of the most compre- 
hensive in the county’s history, was 
submitted to Judge Benjamin F. 
hoe in the superior court yester- 

ay. 

The most important of the recom. 
mendations of the grand jury was 
that the Board of Supervisors submit 
a bond issue of $250,000 to the voters 
for the erection of @ modern hall of 
records and that, if the bond issue 
is not endorsed, that the unit“be fin- 
anced by current taxes. 

Other recommendations include:

Watch Expenditures 

That the auditor be directed to 
keep more than & general account of 
school funds and exercise influence | 
and control over the expenditures of 
the county departments.

Property Accounts 

A thoroughly satisfactory system 
of buying property for the county 
has been worked out in the office of 
Mr. Kendall, the county purchasing 
agent. Bids are secured whenever 
practicable, purchases are pre-audit- 
ed by the county auditor to insure 
against error in paying for them, 
and copies of invoices are supplied 
to the officer to whom. the articles 
bought are delivered. The buying of 
county property is therefore proper- 
ly done, but we found little atten- 
tion paid to the property thereafter. 
Property reports were perfunctory 
and not subjected to review. ‘No-

They are) 
directed at the system or the tradi- | 
tions of the office, ‘and the present | 
officials are no ‘more responsible for 
vndesirable conditions than were, 
their predecessors. : 

Observation has convinced us that) 
ovr present county officers average | 
high in fitness, ability and interest | 
in their work. We believe that the | 
county never had a finer board of' 
supervisors than it has now. They | 
are practically directors of a large 
husiness corporation. and we are eX;) 
tremely fortunate in having the ser-| 
vices of such experienced and cap-’ 
able men. ‘The generally satisfac: | 
tory condition of our. county govern: | 
ment results largely from the ex-, 
cellent supervision given. \ 

In examining county finances. our 
work has been eréatly facilitated by 
the complete audit of the various of- | 
fices made by a firm of certified 
accountants under contract with the 
board of supervisors. Their report 
made the custom of employing ex- 
nerts to examine county books un- 
necessary. | 

Functions of County Auditor i 

The traditional duties of the 
county auditor ‘are outlined by ‘the 
general ‘state law. They consist of: 
certain specified tasks performed | 
nractically independently of his fel-| 
low officers. Although he has.in his) 
office a record of all* receipts and | 
expenditures in the county, he has 
but little responsibility for transac- 
tions in other offices than his own. | 
"In the- business world, there is an | 
entirely different conception of the 
functions of an auditor, We have | 
only to think of such an official in 
any large ion. There he is 
the watchful eye of the board of 
@trectors; he is the general account. | 
ine officer; he reviews every trans- 
action relating to finance or prop- 
erty; he is so close to the entire 
busingss of the company that he de- 
tects errors promptly and forestalis 
frauds. In the exercise of such 
duties, he is not the enemy of those| 
whose work he supervises. He is} 
the best friend that the competent 
and honest employe possesses, but 
he does make life uncomfortable for 
the careless or unfaithful.

The report of the firm of certified 
accountants that examined the 
county books in 1921 contains the 
following: 

“We again call your’ attention to 


to you under date of Dec. 27, 1920, 
that the auditor should keep ac- 
counts with the school funds by 
school districts and funds, in order 
that he may know that funds are 
available to meet the demands pre- 
sented to him.” 

This paragraph refers to the sys- 
tem of “control accounts” in the 
auditor’s office that has long been 
applied to certain funds, especially 
to school funds. The several school 
funds contain more than half the 
money paid out of the county treas- 
ury each year. 

The county superintendent of 
schools and the courty§ trensurer 
eep accurate accounts of the var- 
fous funds of the ‘different school 
districts, and the checking of the 
books of these officers against each 
other makes it possible to learn 
whether the fund accounts of the 
different districts are correct. It 
prevents possible errors such as the 
use of moneys belonging to one dis- 
triet bv another, or the striking of 
incorrect balances. The auditor, 
however, keeps only a general school 
account, the “control account” and 
honors the requisitions of the school 
superintendent se long as there is 
money to the credit of this account. 
It does not seem possible for him 
to exercise any real control over 
school moneys so long as he follows 
this custom of authorizing the pay- 
ment of large sums of money each 
year without knowing what he is 
doing, relying on the school super- 
intendent and the treasurer to jus- 
tify his acts. We cannot reconcile 
the practice with business ideals 
regarding the duties of an auditor. 
The treasurer might be justified in 
keeping such a control account of 
school funds, but the auditor should 
know the condition of each schodl 
fund before drawing a warrant 
against it. 

Accounting for Collections 

As a result of our recommenda- 
tion, the county auditor, with the 
support of the supervisors, now re- 
quires all officers collecting fees, 
taxes on unsecured personal prop- 
erty, trust funds 


be foreseen, to issue original re- 
ceipts to those who pay the money, 
and to file carbon copies of these 
receipts with the county auditor as 
vouchers attached to 
reports. 
counting for all ,miscellaneovs col- 
lections by county and township of- 
ficers, and supplies the auditor with 
the data necessary for a prompt 
audit of the same. 

Heretofore, the giving or with- 
holding of receipts has heen ontion-

Deposits of Public Funds 

With the great increase in county 
business in late years, county offi- 
cials have developed the practice of 
depositing their collections of taxes, 
fees, trust funds, ets., in banks as a 
safeguard against loss by theft or 
fire, turning them into the county 
treasury and accounting for them at 
the end of each month. This prac- 
tice of depositing in banks is not 
recognized by law, but has been 
justified by custom. 

The county treasurer is authorized 
by law to loan county money to 





build about 25 miles of our high- 
ways, namely: the Colton-Riverside 
and the Colton-Ontario roads. These 
roads should be built to withstand 
a traffic of ten tons maximum per 
vehicle. They should be nat tess 
than twenty-two feet wide, and upon 
well drained sub-base. Within a 
year new construction may be need- 
ed between Bloomington and Fon- 
tana. 


It is generally: recognized that our 
concrete roads are built for a max- 
imum five-ton load and that they 
are being used for 11-ton loads. The 
heavy truck has been absolutely re- 
sponsible for their destruction. The 
truck is an economic necessity, how- 
ever, both for the city and the farm. 
Possibly as mahy as 100,000 tons of 
fruit were moved by truck over our 
county roads this year. The thing 
necessary, therefore, is a law limit- 
ing the weight of trucks and of the 
load they may carry, and one re 
stricting them to roads strong 
enough to bear them. ’

such interest being turned into the 
treasury as 4 part of the county 
revenues. Since he deposits only in 
banks that supply ample collateral 
security, the public is fully pro- 
tected against loss. Moneys deposit- 
ed by other officials than the treas- 
urer do not draw imterest, and the 
public derives no benefit from them. 
The law now requires that all trust 
funds received by county officials be 
placed in the county treasury immed- 
iately. It also authorizes the turn- 
ing of other collections into the 
treasury as often as officials find it 
desirable, no settlement being ne- 


cessary before the end of the month. " 


We have learned that the Los An- 
geles county auditor permits no of- 
ficer to hold his collections more 
than twenty-four hours. Bonding 
companies are reluctant to become 
sureties for officials who hold large 
collections for more than .a few 
days. 

We have recommended to the of- 
ficers of this county that they de- 
posit their collections with the county 
treasurer instead of in the banks. 
The treasurer will then place’ the 
money where it will begin at once 
to earn interest for the public. ‘The 
recommendation has been accepted 
cheerfully by county officers, since 
such @ précedure relieves them of 
moch lity. The tax col-

County Highways 

The problem of our highways is 
one of the most important questions 
the county has to consider, and it 
is a problem that is growing more 
and more complex. 

In n Bernardino we have ap- 
proximately: ;

The maintenance of our dirt roads 
has been satisfactory, considering 
the great distance covered. The up- 
keep of macadam roads has been 
small, averaging about $42.00 per 
mile. The average upkeep of con- 
erete roads for the past three years 
according to the estimate of the 
highway commissioner, has been 
around ‘$167 per mile,’ with the year 
1921-22 showing a cost of $216 per 
mile, owing to increasing deteriora- 
tion. One section, that between Col- 
ton and Ontario. contains parts that 
have cost as high as $2,660 per mile 
to maintain. 

A concrete highway showing rapid 
deterioration is that from Colton 
south to the Riverside County line. 
egal bai is due to heavy 
rucking and to the poor conditio 
of the sub-base. r ae 

Another concrete highway in bad 
condition is the one from Colton to 
Ontario. This road bears the brunt 
of the cement hauling, some davs 
seeing as high as fifty trucks with 
trailer loads of cement, amounting 
to about 600 tons, or approximately 
15 to 20 net carloads. pass over it. 
The soil conditions here are favor- 
able for any type of road, hence 
the deterioration is due largely to 
its overloading, although the load- 
ing has been kept generally within 
the limit prescribed by the tri-county 
loading ordinance which allows a 
mayimum of 22,000 pounds per ve- 
hicle. 

A third cement road in bad condi- 
tion is the piece of highway from 
Chino to the county line, known *<« 
the Corona road. The deterioration 
here is due largely to a wet svh- 
base and adobe soil, and probablv 
not so much to heavy traffic, From 
an engineering standpoint, this ‘« 
our most difficult road to handle 
and probably little can be done +t 
ever beyond continuing to patch

Condition Good 

These are the main concrete roads | 
that are in bad condition. We have

Various meth- 
ods will be advocated, including the 
gasoline tax. It is imperative that 
truck traffic pay its share of the 
maintenance of permanent highways. 
This will be doubly important if the 
trucks go under the control of 
the Railroad Commission and the 
present element of. competition is 
removed, an element which has been 
of advantage to the public. It is 
very important that any money rais- 
ed by state tax be divided between 
the permanent highways of the state 
and the counties. 

The grand jury is of the opinion 
that the highway work of the county 
is in competent hands, and that the 
highway commissioner is giving care- 
ful and efficient service. 

We recommend: 


1. That a unit cost basis of ac- 
counting be established for deter. 
mining the actual. cost per unit of 
highway maintenance, together with 
an improved method of keeping ac- 
count of county equipment for high- 
way work. 

2. That all county concrete high- 
ways be surfaced with uniform size 
(8-4 inch) aggregate, such surfacing 
to he carried on at the rate of not 
less than 20 miles per year, and 
that such roads as the Yucaipa road 
be given immediate consideration. 

3. That plans be prepared for re- 
building the Colton-Ontario road, and 
that every effort be made to secure 
legislation which will obtain revenue 
from the trucking traffic for this 
construction. 

4. That our supervisors, through 
the state organization of supervisors. 
and our representatives in the State 
Legislature, work for a law nam- 
ing a vehicle limit of five tons, and 
a total -weicht limit of 10 tons 
maximum, and also for authority to 
exclude heavy trucks from roads 
not strong enough to bear them.

that any tax imposed~on the truck:

Alford and Huling are alleged to 
have conspired to defraud the city 
by forging warrants fqr purchases 
from the “Commercial Supply Com- 
pany” and the “Pacific Metal Pro- 
ducts Company,” two fictitious con- 
cerns, Huling is said to have repre: 
sented himself as the proprietor of 
the companies. 

Accusations are Sweeping 

The indictments, each containing 
from 2 to 30 separate charges of al- 
leged fraudulent operations of Al- 
ford and Huling during 1920 and 
1921, are the most sweeping accuse- 
tions ever returned by a grand jury 
in the history of the county. For 
nearly a month the grand jury has 
probed the irregularities in the On- 
tario treasurv records,

Huling, safd to have been his con- 
federate, is said to have presented 
hundreds of fictitious bills to the 
city for merchandise, of which ‘very 
Uttle, {Y any, was ever delivered,” 
according to Deputy District Attor- 
ney M. O. Hert, who conducted the 
investigation before the grand jurors. 

Fictitious Bills are Unquestioned 

Huling, a stationery dealer, is AC: 
cused of making ‘out the fletitious 
hills on letter heads hearing the 
names of thé “Commercial Supply 
Company” and the ‘Pacific Metal 
Products Company,” all of which 
wera, presented to the citv for pnv- 
ment by Alford. The fictitiqns bills 
were paid unquestioned, acco’ {ng to 
the charges in the indictments, 

“Alford purchased more than 56,000 
automobile tires,” said Deputy Die- 
trict Attorney Hert last night, “from

those which obtain when the fruit 
is in danger from frost. 

Household fuel is another question 
that is acute. It will be demonstrat- 
ed that the briquets can be used in 
an open erate in such manner that 
the greatest heat value and the 
lowest ash content can be shown 
by those who are introducing the 
briquet ‘as a household fuel. 

“Carbon driquets are in great de- 
mand,” said Champ S$. Vance, vice- 
president .of the Los Angeles Gas 
and Blectric Corporation. “We de- 
livered 3000 tons in one lot and 
1500 tons in another lot to local 
consumers -the past week, and it 
looks to me as if we will have to 
hold an elimination contest to serve 
the customers who have traded with 
us heretofore. 

“Owing to the scarcity of coal 
there is a possibility that it will 
be hard to get @ sufficient quantity 
of carbon briquéets for our winter 
supply: Therefore, my advice is 
that everybody who desires to be 
prepared for this winter order now 
and be ahead of the game, a8 the 
fuel may, all be eoncentrated for use 
fn our essential industries if the 
present coal and rail strikes con- 
tinue.” ,
